N.S. health chief calms fears 
as cheese linked to listeriosis 


INFECTION The listeriosis 
scare has spread to 
cheese, but Nova Scotia’s 
chief public health officer 
says we don’t need to wor¬ 
ry- 

At least 15 deaths have 
been linked to the out¬ 
break at the Maple Leaf 
meat plant in Toronto. 
Two Quebec cheeses were 
pulled from shelves yes¬ 
terday in an unrelated lis¬ 
teriosis outbreak. 

“Part of the (Quebec) in¬ 
vestigation would be look¬ 
ing at distribution, and if 
there was something 
broader, that would have 
been communicated,” Dr 
Robert Strang said yester¬ 
day. 

Strang said there had 
been no Nova Scotia cases 
of listeriosis reported as of 
yesterday. He said that for 
healthy people, tainted 
meat or cheese pose little 
risk. At worst, they would 
suffer vomiting and diar¬ 
rhea. 

But he emphasized 
pregnant women, the eld¬ 
erly and immune-compro- 
mised people should avoid 
listeriosis-linked products

at all times. The last cate¬ 
gory includes transplant 
patients and those in can¬ 
cer treatment. 

Signs of infection are se¬ 
vere headaches, stiff necks 
and confusion. Suspected 
cases should be reported 
to a family doctor. 

Strang said pregnant 
women might not face 
much risk to themselves, 
but could miscarry or de¬ 
liver stillborn. 

“If the woman is infect¬ 
ed at the time of delivery, 
it can cause a severe infec¬ 
tion in their newborn,” he 
added. 

Listeriosis can be treat¬ 
ed with anti-biotics. 

“We recommend (at-risk 
groups) avoid foods that 
are at increased risk of lis¬ 
teriosis,” he said. That in¬ 
cludes soft and unpastur- 
ized cheeses, hot dogs and 
deli meats.

A fire broke out in a Burn¬ 
side office-supplies busi¬ 
ness yesterday morning.

A group of employees 
stood in the parking lot as 
dozens of firefighters 
scoured the warehouse to 
make sure the fire was out. 

“Someone said, ‘Fire!’ 
and we got out,” said one 
worker, who didn’t want 
his name published. He 
saw the fire near paint sup¬ 
plies. 

Atlantic Business Interi¬ 
ors provides office furni¬ 
ture. Datarite, a sister com¬ 
pany on the same premis¬ 
es, works with companies 
such as Xerox, Lexmark 
and Epson, and the ware¬ 
house was full of paper. 

Pat Keating, acting pla¬ 
toon chief for the Halifax 
fire department, said crews 
responded to a call at 11:40 
a.m. 

“We encountered heavy 
smoke from the two rear- 


bay doors,” Keating said. 
Crews went inside and 
found that most of the fire 
had been put down by the 
sprinkler system. 

“We have investigators 


here now,” Keating added. 
“Damage is limited to some 
smoke and water damage, 
with fire damage (limited) 
to what appears to be more 
product than structure.”

Doc returns for memorial 

Dr. Butt, Nova Scotia's former chief medical examiner, returning for anniversary of Swiss Air tragedy

Two nights after the crash, 
the doctor was standing 
at the podium in one of 
the tents, the last to speak 
to family members and 
media after a line of offi¬ 
cials. 

He knew he had to say 
something about the con¬ 
dition of the bodies. 

“I said that I was soriy to 
tell them that they would 
never see their loved one 
again — which had not 
been said,” said Dr. John C. 
Butt, Nova Scotia’s former 
chief medical examiner. 

Family members knew 
no one had survived the 
crash, but they were not 
aware of the condition of 
the bodies. 

The families appreciated 
finally hearing the truth, 
he said from his office in 
Vancouver, where he 
works in forensic medi¬ 
cine and pathology. 

On the night of Sept. 2, 
1998, after the MD-11 air¬ 
craft plunged into the At¬ 
lantic, killing on impact 
all 229 people on board. 
Butt was charged with 
leading a team of patholo¬ 
gists to sort and identify 
the millions of pieces of 
human remains recovered. 

The adrenalin-filled 
nights and days that fol¬ 
lowed linger vividly in his

mind. 

“When one has been in¬ 
volved in an incident like 
Swissair, I think that it 
doesn’t leave your mind; 
but that isn’t to say that it 
has done me any harm,” 
he said. 

He doesn’t dwell on the 
tragedy in a morbid way, 
he said. 

“There was a palpable 
demonstration of kindness 
and humanity and I was 
privileged to be there and 
participate in that,” he 
said. 


And his demonstration 
of compassion during 
those first days has stayed 
with others. 

“We always liked Dr. 
Butt,” said Miles Gerety, 
the brother of Pierce Gere¬ 
ty who was killed in the 
crash. “Because he cried 
when he spoke to us.” 

Today, Dr. Butt is on his 
way back to Nova Scotia 
and will reconnect with 
families of the victims of 
Swissair Flight 111 on the 
tenth anniversaiy next 
Tuesday.

News in brief 


SYDNEY One of the leading con¬ 
tenders for the contract to 
dredge the access channel to 
Sydney harbour outlined its ex¬ 
pertise and plans for the job at a 
press conference in Sydney. The 
Belgium-based company Jan De 
Nul Dredging and Land 
Reclamation has been in Sydney 
since Monday, assessing such 
things as engineering issues, 
project challenges and environ¬ 
mental risks. The proposed proj¬ 
ect will see the dredging of al¬ 
most nine kilometres of channel 
and the removal of several thou¬ 
sand tonnes of material at a cost 
of approximately $35 million. 
ENVIRONMENT While many 
economic positives are predict¬ 
ed to follow planned dredging 
of Sydney harbour, officials lead¬ 
ing the proposal say no environ¬ 
mental damage is likely to come 
with the thousands of jobs from 
container traffic the project is 
expected to create. Jim Wooder 
of the Sydney Marine Group 
said efforts are underway to 
make the ongoing environment 
assessment as transparent as 
possible. “The fishermen are the 
key stakeholder group in the 
process," Wooder said. “There is 
a fishery in the channel and 
people earn their livelihood 
there fishing lobster and crab. 
The last thing we want to do is 
unnecessarily and recklessly 
complicate their lives 
WIND POWER So far, so good. 
That's the feeling of officials 
with Acciona Energy North 
America regarding their 
planned wind farm project near 
Amherst. “Everything is running 
according to plan right now," 
company spokesman Eric 
Schneider said from the compa¬ 
ny’s North American headquar¬ 
ters in Chicago. Announced in 
May, the project includes the 
erection of 20,1.5-megawatt 
wind turbines on the marsh 
near Exit 3 of the Trans-Canada

Around 11:30 p.m. on Sep¬ 
tember 2,1998, John 
Campbell noticed on the 
news that a small Cessna 
aircraft had crashed off the 
coast of Peggy's Cove. 

He’s a resident of the No¬ 
va Scotia community and 
owned a whale-watching 
boat at the time; so he 
gathered his crew and 
sailed into the darkness in 
search of survivors. 

They were shocked to dis¬ 
cover it was nowhere near a 
Cessna that had gone down. 

“It was unbelievable,” he 
said in a phone interview 
from his family’s restau¬ 
rant on Wednesday. 

Campbell’s was one of the 
first boats to come across the 
millions of shattered pieces 
of airplane fuselage and hu¬ 
man remains from the crash 
of Swissair Flight 111. 

For the next five days he 
worked 24 hours a day, en¬ 
suring the Sou’wester 
Restaurant and Gift Shop 
remained open for RCMP, 
recovery workers, media 
and family members of the 
victims. 

The event took over the 
small community, he said. 

RCMP closed it off to out¬ 
siders for days and even 
Campbell’s best friend 
couldn’t get in. 

A makeshift morgue was 
erected in the middle of 
the village where body 
parts from the wreckage 
were collected — little con¬ 
sideration given to the 
small children in the cove. 

Fuel trucks to fill the 
tanks of boats involved in 
the recovery were turned 
away along with city 
garbage trucks.

And although the event 
was touted as one of the 
most organized and coordi¬ 
nated responses to a large- 
scale emergency in Canada’s 
history, Campbell says he’s 
still disappointed with how 
the government treated the 
residents of his community. 

“You know it was al¬ 
most, in the end, thank¬ 
less,” he said. 

For years Campbell was 
concerned about the im¬ 
pact the horrific images of 
those first weeks may have 
had on his daughter — only 
five years old at the time. 

But when it was all over, 
there was no de-briefing for 
the residents of Peggy’s Cove. 

“A small community of 
40 people should not have 
been impacted to the ex¬ 
treme it was,” he said. 

Despite these lasting feel¬ 
ings, Campbell holds noth¬ 
ing but the fondest memo¬ 
ries of the family members 
of victims he met that fall. 

Every anniversary, for 
years after the crash, he con¬ 
tinued to escort bereaved 
loved ones on his whale 
watching boat to the site. 

“Some of them, you feel 
quite a connection with be¬ 
cause of what happened,” 
he said. 

Next Tuesday, he’ll re¬ 
peat the trip out to the site 
— with a group of family 
members who lost loved 
ones that fateful day — 
and then share a meal with 
them at the Sou’wester.

POST-SECONDARY Taxpayers 
in Nova Scotia are on the 
hook for $10 million of de¬ 
faulted student loans each 
year. Thirty per cent of stu¬ 
dent loan borrowers in the 
province fall into this cate¬ 
gory and a new direct-lend 
system from the province 
will reduce that number. 

“If we can give them pro¬ 
grams to ease the burden, 


then the default rate will 
lessen,” Education Minis¬ 
ter Karen Casey said. 

The system, announced 
in Januaiy, means students 
pay two per cent less inter¬ 
est this year. Students who 
began repa 5 dng loans after 
Nov. 1, 2007 will benefit. 

NDP post-secondary edu¬ 
cation critic Leonard 
Preyra said the move 
would be more effective if 
the system applied to 
Canada Student Loans, too. 

“It will be a real system 


of federalism to see if one 
system can talk to the oth¬ 
er system and develop a 
one-stop shop,” he said.

Radiation considered for meat

Food safety experts are 
baffled why the Canadian 
government has not yet al¬ 
lowed food producers to 
zap meat and produce 
with enough radiation to 
kill deadly bacteria that 
cause outbreaks of food- 
borne disease. 

Health Canada said 
Wednesday that it is con¬ 
sidering approving the ir¬ 
radiation of meats by early 
2009. But experts say the 
announcement, which 


rolled-out in the wake of a 
nation-wide outbreak of 
Listeriosis monoc 5 hogenes 
linked to ready-to-eat 
meats, is too late in com¬ 
ing. 

“It’s become obvious 
that a catastrophe has to 
happen before the technol¬ 


ogy can move forward,” 
said Dennis Olson, a pro¬ 
fessor at Iowa State Univer¬ 
sity and an international 
expert on irradiation 
The U.S. approved irradi¬ 
ation in 2000. Critics say ir¬ 
radiation excuses food pro¬ 
ducers and governments 


from following safety pro¬ 
tocols and are concerned 
that it reduces the nutri¬ 
tional quality of foods or 
turns them radioactive. 

The majority of food 
safety experts are con¬ 
vinced that adopting irra¬ 
diation would make our 
food production systems 
safer. Irradiation technolo¬ 
gy has been endorsed by 
the World Health Associa¬ 
tion, said Olson.

Gulf Coast readies for Gustav

Tropical Storm Gustav hit

Mexico oil fields as poten¬ 
tially a powerful 
hurricane. 

Energy companies pre¬ 
pared for Gustav to deliver 
what could be the hardest 
hit to the U.S. Gulf oil patch 
since the devastating 2005 
hurricane season. Oil prices 
rose above $120 a barrel in 
early trade yesterday, 
adding to two days of gains 
as Gustav aimed deep into 
gas platforms off Louisiana 
and Texas. 

Oil prices rose above 
$120 a barrel in early trade 
on Thursday, adding to 
gains all week, as Gustav 
aimed deep into the heavy 
concentration of oil and 
natural gas platforms 

The U.S. government and 
the International Energy 
Agency pledged to release 
emergency stockpiles if 
Gustav disrupts production 
in the area, which provides 


the U.S. with a quarter of its 
crude oil and 15 percent of 
its natural gas. 

New Orleans remained in 
the range of possible land¬ 
fall locations on the U.S. 
Gulf Goast. Residents were 
on alert for possible evacua¬ 


tions from Friday. 

In Jamaica, shops, post of¬ 
fices and schools shut their 
doors and authorities or¬ 
dered nonessential workers 
to stay home as Gustav 
neared and began buffeting 
the island with high winds 


and torrential rains that 
soaked sugar cane fields. 

Gustav barged ashore as a 
hurricane in Haiti Tuesday, 
killing at least 59 people 
there and in the neighbor¬ 
ing Dominican Republic.

Monsoon floods eastern India 


DISASTER Indian army 
troops helped evacuate 
more than 120,000 people 
from floods in eastern In¬ 
dia, but more bad weather 
raised fears that rivers 
would continue to over¬ 
flow, officials said on 
Thursday. 

The flooding, which offi¬ 
cials say is the worst in 50 
years, was caused after the 
Kosi river burst a dam in 
Nepal where it originates, 
unleashing huge waves of 
water that smashed mud 
embankments down¬ 
stream in Bihar state. 

Many villagers offered 
prayers and slaughtered 
goats to appease the Kosi, 
known as Bihar's "river of 
sorrow" for its regular 
floods and tendency to 


change course. 

“We are praying to the 
river goddess and offering 
her blood since only she 
can help us”, a village 
woman in the worst affect¬ 
ed Supaul district told a lo¬ 
cal newspaper. 

At least two million peo¬ 
ple have been forced from 
their homes and a quarter 
of a million houses de¬ 
stroyed. 

Stranded villagers com¬ 
plained of an unbearable 
stench from rotting car¬ 
casses and the United Na¬ 
tions warned of water¬ 
borne disease. 

Torrential rains have 
killed more than 1,000 
people in South Asia since 
the monsoon began.

Technical recession

Banook gets a makeover 

Canoe-kayak course will be upgraded for 2009 worlds

Lake Banook will undergo 
an overhaul over the next 
12 months. 

With the world sprint ca¬ 
noe-kayak championships 
less than a year away, plans 
have been finalized to build 
a new elite training facility, 
a new race course and a 
new underwater starting 
system, as well as muner- 
ous shoreline upgrades. 

Canoe ‘09 made the an¬ 
nouncement yesterday at 
the Austenville Owl’s Club, 
unveiling the infrastructure 
changes for the Dartmouth 
venue and naming Aliant as 
the event’s title sponsor. 

“A lot of people know 
Banook is one of the best 
natural courses in the world 
and it’s renowned for that,” 
said Dartmouth canoeist 
Andrew Russell, coming off 
his Oljnnpic debut. 

“The idea is to be on the 
absolute cutting edge here 
and they’re committed to 
making that happen. These 
changes will do nothing but 
better the opportunities for 
athletes coming up.” 

The new training facility 
will be built behind the 
Banook Tower, complete 
with waterway boardwalks 
and a dock system. Natural 
seating will be built on Sil¬ 
ver’s Hill behind the Mic 
Mac Aquatic Club to accom¬ 
modate more spectators, 
and an investment will be 
made to improve the lake’s 
parklands. 

The changes to the race 
course and starting system

are less exciting for the gen¬ 
eral public because they 
won’t be visible from the 
shores.

“The biggest thing for us 
is we’re going to take this 
course we have, one of the 
best courses in the country, 
and we’re going to make 
sure it stays that way for the 
next 20 years,” said Lake 
Echo’s Steve Giles, a retired 
Oljmipic bronze medalhst 
who is volunteering on the 
organizing committee. 

Giles said the starting sys¬ 
tem is the biggest expense 
of the event, noting that 
more than 10 kilometres of 
underwater stainless-steel 
cables haven’t been re¬ 
placed for two decades. 

The total budget for the 


upgrades and for hosting 
the 2009 worlds is $6 mil¬ 
lion, with money coming 
from three levels of govern¬ 
ment, private sponsors, and 
participation fees.

Don Cheadle’s Traitor more anguish movie than action

movie is supposed to sug¬

deeper into the plot 
makes this more an an¬ 
guish movie than an ac¬ 
tion movie. 

Horn is made manifest¬ 
ly unhappy by every as¬ 
pect of his job, from the 
accidental death of inno¬ 
cents in a bombing he en¬ 
gineers to his very real 
friendship with Omar 


(Said Taghmaoui), his re¬ 
cruiter to the terrorist 
cell.

Coen brothers’ comedy 
divides Venice critics

The Coen brothers' latest 
film, the madcap comedy 
Burn After Reading, has 
sharply divided the 
critics, unlike last year's 
acclaimed No Country For 
Old Men, which won four 
Oscars including best pic¬ 
ture. 

Early reviews of the ea¬ 
gerly-awaited picture have 
begun to appear following 
its world premiere at the 
Venice film festival on 
Wednesday, which brought 
A-listers George Clooney 
and Brad Pitt, and hun¬ 
dreds of screaming fans, to 
the red carpet. 

Trade paper Variety 
panned the comic spy 
spoof, calling it a "fiame- 
out". 

“Nothing about the pro¬ 
ject’s execution inspires 
the feeling that this was 
ever intended as anjhhing 
more than a lark, which 
would be fine if it were a 
good one,” wrote Todd Mc¬ 
Carthy. 

“As it is, audience teeth- 
grinding sets in early and 
never lets up.” 

Many of the warm words 
he had for Bum After Read¬ 
ing were reserved for Pitt, 
appearing in a Coen film 
for the first time. 

Like several other critics, 
McCarthy praised Pitt’s por¬ 
trayal of a naive, h 5 ^erac- 
tive g 5 mi instmctor who 
tries to extort money from 
a sacked CIA analyst whose 
sensitive memoirs he stum¬ 
bles across when a comput¬ 


er disc is dropped by acci¬ 
dent. 

“Pitt slices the ham very 
thick indeed, but uniquely 
emerges as endearing in 
doing so,” he said. 

At the other end of the 
scale was Screen Interna¬ 
tional’s Lee Marshall, who 
called the movie “a beauti¬ 
fully produced mix of spy 
story, U.S. Zeitgeist satire 
and relationship drama. 

“(Bum) is a smart urban 
screwball comedy about 
the perils of idiocy that us¬ 
es its all-star cast to daz¬ 
zling and often hilarious ef¬ 
fect.” 


Wendy Ide of the Times 
in London gave the film 
four stars out of five, and 
singled out Pitt and John 
Malkovich as the best per¬ 
formances. 

Malkovich is the heavy¬ 
drinking, aggressive CIA 
analyst, while Clooney, ap¬ 
pearing in his third Coen 
movie, plays an exercise-ob¬ 
sessed federal marshall 
who cheats on his wife. 

Ide’s main reservation is 
that the cast of characters 
it would be fair to describe 
as idiotic fails to elicit 
much sjmipathy in the au¬ 
dience. “ft would perhaps 


be more rewarding if we 
could like the characters as 
well as laugh at them,” Ide 
concludes. 

Kirk Honeycutt of The 
Holl 5 AVOod Reporter, in a 
mixed review, calls Burn “a 
minor piece of silliness 
with all the trappings of an 
A-list studio movie.” 

In conclusion, he quotes 
a line from a CIA. officer in 
the movie who has just 
been told about the baf¬ 
fling series of events sur¬ 
rounding the missing 
memoirs. 

“Report back to me when 
it makes sense.” reuters

You, Me & The Walkmen

Some people never learn. 
Two years ago, New York- 
based indie rockers The 
Walkmen spent months 
writing and recording their 
third record, A Hundred 
Miles Off. At the time lead 
singer Hamilton Leithauser 
bemoaned the many hours 
it took to create the disc 
and vowed never waste so 
much time again. Fast for¬ 
ward two years. 

“This one took even 
longer. It really did,” he 
says, still exasperated by 
all the long days he spent 
working on the band’s new 
disc. You & Me. 

This time around, Lei¬ 
thauser has no good excuse 
for why the process took 
about two years from start 
to finish. At first he says the 
band didn’t want to make 
any mistakes, but then ad¬ 
mits that he can’t under¬ 
stand why they couldn’t get 
it done faster. “I wish I 
knew,” he says. “There 


were just a few versions of 
the songs, that for one rea¬ 
son or another, I don’t 
know why, but they just 
sounded absolutely awfiil.” 

Maybe the band just 
needed a warm up recod¬ 
ing session. The gravelly 
voiced songwriter reveals 
that none of the version of 
the songs they originally 
recorded made the fin¬ 
ished record. “I think we 
were premature going in,” 
he says. “I was tiying to 
add string parts and back¬ 
up vocals to tracks that 


had already been mastered 
— it was veiy expensive.” 

There’s also the not so 
easy task of getting five 
band members to agree on 
how a song should sound. 
That process alone can take 
a while. “It’s always been a 
matter of working five days 
a week for us,” he explains. 
“There’s endless planning 
until you like something 
and then it’s a matter of 
that lasting and matching 
all five guys’ tastes.” 

Although he still seems 
frustrated by the experi¬ 


ence, the finished product 
is what really matters. The 
morning of our interview, 
Leithauser finally received 
his copy of You & Me. “We 
spent so much time on 
track order and getting the 
cover right. It’s so satisfy¬ 
ing to hold the disc in my 
hands.” 

Hearing the disc must be 
rewarding too. Like their 
previous records. The 
Walkmen have created a 
solid collection of ram¬ 
bling, Dylan-esque rock 
tunes. Sales of the digital 


version of the album. You 
And Me, will be donated 
to a charity in New York. 

However, the songs 
aren’t nearly as upbeat as 
the band’s seminal tune 
The Rat. In fact, seven of 
the album’s 14 tracks could 
be considered waltzes, as 
they’re in 6/8 time. 

“We just got bored of 
rock,” says Leithauser, ex¬ 
plaining why they aban¬ 
doned the traditional 4/4 
time on half the tracks. 
“It’s a lot easier to write. 
It’s more sweeping and it’s 
just what was working.” 

Leithauser’s not sure if 
the next album will stray 
farther from their rock ‘n’ 
roll roots, but he better fig¬ 
ure it out soon. The group’s 
managed to release a new 
album about every two 
years, so at speed they 
record at. The Walkmen 
need to head back into the 
studio right now. 

“Yeah, we need to get 
writing again,” he says. 
“This one was a monster, 
but we’re not going to get 
back into that.”

And the music indus- 
tiy sold nearly a billion 
CDs a year. 

But on Planet AC/DC (est. 
1973), it’s business as usu¬ 
al, despite a gap of eight 
years, seven months and 
23 days between albums. 
When Black Ice is released 
on Oct. 21, it’ll sound like 
1980 all over again. I 
heard three new songs last 
week (including the first 
single, Rock’n’Roll Train, 
which was released to 
radio yesterday) and all 
the sensations of listen¬ 
ing to Back in Black on

cassette in my ‘79 Firebird 
came rushing back. Angus 
riffs — will he ever run out 
of guitar riffs? — Brian 
shreds his throat and the 
rest of the band burbles 
like a V8 engine in 4/4 
time. Same as it ever was. 
It’s comforting. 

While everyone knows 
that Michael Jackson and 
Celine Dion sell gazillions 
of albums, AC/DC isn’t far 
behind. They’ve sold 200 
million albums since 1973, 
45 million of which are 
Black in Black. Their back 
catalogue sales are second 
to only the Beatles. (Fasci¬ 
nating stat: while U.S. al¬ 
bum sales declined 19 per 
cent last year, sales of 
AC/DC CDs were up 41 per 
cent.) 

And when they launch 
the world tour in support 
of Black Ice — which will 
include a two-pronged 
Canadian attack 
they’ll sell 
millions of 
tickets

and t-shirts to three gener¬ 
ations of fans. 

Digital downloads? Sell¬ 
ing through iTunes? Not 
gonna happen. As a rep 
from their record company 
told me: “We’ve had the 
conversation about digital 
with them, but they aren’t 
interested.” AC/DC is in 
the business of selling 
records and CDs. Period. 

And they’re going to sell 
a lot of them. While all 
Canadian retailers will get 
a shot at selling Black Ice, 
Americans will have to go 
to Wal-Mart or Sam’s Club 
— the last great sellers of 
CDs in the US — to buy 
their copy. Smart move. A 
similar deal cut with the 
Eagles helped them sell 
2.98 million copies of Long 
Road Out of Eden since 
last year, 700,000 of which 
came in the first week. If 
AC/DC doesn’t do a million 
in the first seven days. I’ll 
be shocked.
